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of Ebenezer Knight Dexter. He wasa man of 
uniform courtesy and kindliness, no less than a 
man of integrity and independence of character, 
which qualities won for him the respect and es- 
teem of his large clientage and the business com- 
munity. Mr. Tibbitts was twice married. His 
first wife was Miss Cobb, of Abington, his sec- 
ond Miss Schuler, of Illinois, who still sur- 
vives, as do also tWo daughters. The oldest 
is Mrs. William H. Keach, of South Attleboro, 
the other Mrs. Foster H. Townsend, of Prov- 
idence.
